Figures compiled by the na- 
tional bureau of casualty and 
surety underwriters reveal that 
14,000 people were killed in the 
United States last year as a result 


Jof automobile accidents. 


This represents an increase of 


"| 2600, or 12 per cent over 1921. 
-| Automobile. 


accidents in . 1922 
were responsible for 67 per cent 
of all the vehicular fatalities with- 

in the last sixty years, more than 
four.times ‘the number catised by 
railroad trains and. seven times 
those due to street railways. 

The only ray of sunshine in the 
report is revealed in the fact that 
while the number of automobiles 
have increased five fold since 1915 
the total number of automobile 
fatalities has little more than 
doubled. 

Education is apparently the 
only remedy since traffic regula- 
tion has proved a failure. Care- 
lessness at railroad crossings is 
one of the greatest causes of auto- 
mobile fatalities, and this im spite 
of the fact that transportation 
companies do everything in their 
power to keep people off the 
track.
